Text of Safeguarding Clause Made 
Publie im Tokio, 
By the Associated I'ress. 

LONDON, April 19.—The § safe- 
guarding clause of the naval treaty 
being drawn up here, which the 
naval delegates have kept rigor- 
ously secret until after final ap- 
proval of their home Governments 
was disclosed today in dispatches 
from Tokio. 

The clause provides for an in- 
crease in the navies of ‘either Ja- 
pan, America or Great Britain— 
the three signatories to the pro- 
jected limitation treaty—if the 
building programs of non-signato- 
ry nations are considered exces- 
sive. 

The clause follows: 

“If, during the term of the pres-

Constitutional Amendment 
to Enable Creation of 
/Greater St. Louis to Be 
Voted on Next November 


Announcement was made last 
night of the official tentative plan 
of the metropolitan federation of 
St. Louis and St. Louis County as 
the new City of Greater St. Louis, 
by the City and County Metro- 
politan Development Committee. It 
embraces the recommendations 
made in recent months by the 


various committees of the Coun- 
cil on Metropolitan Government, 
a citizen advisory body. 

Prof. Thomas H. Reed of the 
University of Michigan, consultant 
of the Metropolitan Development 
Commiittee, drafted the tentative 
plan, which is submitted by the 
committee for public discussion. 
The committee has reserved the 
right to make changes in the pro- 
posal that may be suggested by 
the people. The committee was 
established by the Chambers of 
Commerte of the city and county 
and financed by the Industrial 
Club. 

Soon initiative petitions will be 
circulated for an enabling constitu- 
tional amendment, to be voted on 
throughout Missouri next Novem- 
ber. If the amendment is adopted, 
it is proposed to have separate 
elections in the city and county 
early next year on a charter for 
Greater St. Louis. 

Greater St. Louis would be a new 
municipal ‘government embracing 
all of the present city and county, 
but. the existing municpalities 
would be preserved independently, 
and the remaining unincorporated 
area in the county would be

U.S. PLANS TO STOP | 
INDORSEMENT GRAFT 
BY ATHLETIC STARS

NEW YORK, April 19. The 
Evening Post says that a campaign 
to eradicate the indorsement sys-. 
tem involving sporting goods 
houses and prominent athletes has 
been started by the Federal Trade 
Commission. Its purpose is to wipe 
out all business arrangements be- 
tween sellers of sport supplies and 
amateur and professional athletes. 

The paper says a conference of 
representatives of sporting goods 
houses has been called secretly for 
May 7 at White Sulphur Springs, 
W. Va., with the announced inten- 
tion “to end graft in American 
sport.” 

The call was issued. to about 50 
companies by M. Markham Flan- 
nery, director of the trade practices 
conferences of the commission. 
Garland F. Ferguson Jr.; commis- 
sion chairman, is to preside. 

Under a code of rules proposed 
for consideration, the commission 
would have broad powers to pro-. 
ceed against a house on complaint 
of a rival, and the athlete also 
probably would be called to ac- 


If the cemmission is successful, 
the incomes of many prominent 
athletes who make a practice of 
indorsing articles for advertising 
purposes will be reduced consid- 
erably. Last year, the commission 
found, “one sports goods company 
paid $370,000 in athletic graft.” 


CHARLES SCRIBNER, HEAD 
OF PUBLISHING HOUSE, DIES 


Taken Ill Friday With Heart At- 
tack, He Succumbs at New 
York Home at 75.

NEW YORK, April 19.—Charles 
Scribner, chairman o¥ the directors 
of the publishing house of Charles 
Scribner's Sons, died suddenly at 
his home today. He was '75- years 
old. 

Scribner had been at his office 
as usual on Thursday, but on Fri- 
day a fainting spell led to the sum- 
moning of a physician who placed 
a nurse in attendance. His death 
was caused by heart disease. 

Scribner was born in New York. 
His family dated back to early co- 
lonial times. The first member 
recorded in America was Matthew 
Scrivener, a member of the Coun- 
cil of Virginia Colony in 1607. 
Records of the town of Norwalk, 
Conn., show that the name was 
changed to its present form by 
descendants of Benjamin Scrivener 
after 1742. : 

The publishing and book selling 
business of the family was éstab- 
lished in 1846 by Scribner's father. 
In 1870 Scribner’s Magazine was 
founded but was later sold, and be- 
came the present Century. The 
Scribner's Magazine now published 
was started subsequently. 

Surviving are his widow, a 
daughter, Mrs. George R. D. Schi- 
effelin, and a son, Charles Scrib- 
ner Jr. of Far Hills, N. J., vice; 
president of Charles Scribners 
Sons: also a brother, Arthur H. 
Scribner, president of the firm.

yestors. 

Gov. Caulfield has said that in 
his view he has no supervision 
over the work of the Securities 
Commissioner and. has asked the 
Attorney-Genera) for an opinionjon 
the question whether the Governor 
has any power in matters within 
the departments of other elected 
State officers. 

Shartel's Unusual Position, 

Thus the Attorney-General is 
called upon to advise the Governor 
in an important matter of state 
policy growing out of the practices 
of a firm which he represented as 
attorney at the state capital dur- 
ing a part of his term as Attor- 
ney-General. 

Shartel has not yet had time to 
reply to the Governor's request, 
having gone to Washington. In 
his absence it is not known when 
he began to represent Young Bros. 
at Jefferson City, but he_terminat- 
ed his connection suddenly June 
29 last. 

Files of the brokerage company 
show Shartel and President Wi)I- 
liam H. Young began a correspond- 
ence in 1928 which was continued 
up to the first of this year: that 
the firm sent Shartel checks at in- 
tervals for services rendered, in- 
cluding one for $1000. June 1. 
1929: that Shartel and Young 
ealled each other “Bill” and “Strat” 
and exchanged compliments and 
gifts; and that Shartel conferred 
with Secretary of State Becker and 
Becker’s subordinate, Securities 
Commissioner Stockard, as the 
company’s attorney. 

As has been told, the firm was 
sued into bankruptcy a month azo, 
with several of its subsidiaries la- 
ter joining it. Young Bros. had 
issued $1,400,000 of the company’s 
preferred stock, now worthless, and 
it is estimated the total loss to its 
customers may approximate $2,- 
000,000, including securities float- 
ed by subsidiaries. Few tangible 
assets have been discovered.

Adjustment of Differences 
Over Administrative Pro- 
visions of Bill to Start 
Tomorrow. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, April 19.—Com- 


plete agreement on all except five 
rates in the Hawley-Smoot tariff 


bill was reached by the congres- 
sional conferees today, and Mon- 
day was fixed for starting the ad- 
justment of differences over the 
administrative provisions. 

While 10 duties were reconsid- 
ered today and changed from the 
basis previously determined by the 
conference committees, . Senator 
Smoot (Rep.), Utah, chairman of 
the Senate group, announced that 
from now on the “books were 
closed”’ on rates. 

“There will be no further re- 
consideration of rates," Smoot said, 
adding that the five levies in dis- 
agreement'and to be voted upon 
separately in the House were 
sugar, cement, lumber, shingles and 
silver. 

Another week or 10 days is ex- 
pected to be required to settle dis- 
putes over the administrative 
clauses. A report then will be 
drawn showing the two houses in 
agreement on all but the five rates 
and the Senate provisions for a 
farm export debenture and a legis- 
lative instead of an executive flex- 
ible tariff policy. 

15 Months Spent on Bill. 

The House will vote on the rates 
and the Senate will instruct § its 
conferees what to do on the two 
controversial administrative clauses. 
With these questions settled, the 
bill, in the making for more than 
16 months, will be ready for Presi- 
dent Hoover's signature or veto. 

The average rate. of protection 
for the whole bill as rewritten in 
conference has been increased con- 
siderably over the $8.99 per cent 
carried in the measure as it passed 
the Senate. The latter figure was 
about half-way between the pres- 
ent average protection of 34.61 und 
the House bill average of 43.15 per 
cent, 

The completion of the adjust- 
ment of rate disputes stop any fur- 
ther action on the proposed Senute 
increases on narrow laces, which 
were eliminated this week by the 
conferees and the existing 90 per 
cent duty restored.

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County Towns Fear Sale 


~ Of Water Company at Big 
Hie Profit Means Higher Rates: 


City Now Empowered to Supply Them But 
Water Company President Had Clause 
Inserted in Proposed City-County Merger 
Plan to Prevent Competition for 15 Years, 
Unless City Buys Company's Plant. 


Means to defeat the probable 
consequences of the recent sale of 
the St. Louis County Water Co. 
to an Eastern holding corporation 
at a price more than $3,000,000 in 
excess of the latest valuation will 
be discussed at a special meeting 
next Monday night of the St. Louis 


County League of Municipalities, 
an organization of Mayors, City At- 
torneys and engineers of county 
towns, The meeting will be held 
at the City Hall of University City 
and will be open to the public. 
The probable consequences which 
the County communities wish to 
avoid are a direct increase if Wwa- 
ter rates, or sale of the system 
to the proposed greater St. Louis 
municipality at an inflated price 
which would increase the burden 
on the taxpayers either through 
higher rates for water or greater 
taxes. 
Two possible avenues of defense 
have been discussed: First, com- 
munities not bound by contract to 
the county company might pur- 
chase water from the St. Louis 
municipal waterworks, and second. 
the city-county municipality, if 
created, could reserve the right to 
serve water to all citizens within 
its boundaries in case the private- 
ly owned system refused to serve 
them as cheaply as the municipality 
could, 
Clayton Fights the Sale. . 

The Clayton Board of Aldermen 
already has taken steps to oppose 
approval of the sale by the Public 
Service Commission. The Commis- 
sion will have to act upon a peti- 
tion filed by the Commonwealth 
Utilities Corporation for authority f 
to acquire and hold more than 10 
per cent of the stock of the water 
company. Commonwealth Utilities 
is a Delaware corporation and is a 
subsidiary of United Gas Improve- 
ment Co. of Philadelphia, a giant 
public utility holding company. 
The grounds of the protest made 
by the Clayton aldermen are that 
the ‘sale price, $8,350,000, is so far 
in excess of the State’s valuation of 
the property that it would lead in- 
levitably to anjincrease in rates or 
to the sale of the plant to the pro- 
posed new city-county municipality 
at an inflated price. The aldermen 
are expected to adopt a resolution 
embodying this protest at their reg- 
ular meeting Tuesday night. 
The latest valuation of the prop- 
erty by the Public Service Commis- 
sion was $5,303,339. 
May Buy Water From St. Louis. 
Inquiry by the Post-Dispatch dis- 
closes that the city of Webster 
Groves, one of the largest custom- 
ers of the St. Louis County Water 
Co., is now considering the possi- 
bility of purchasing water from St. 
Louis. Webster Groves has its own 
municipal water distribution sys- 
tem but buys the water at whole- 
sale from the county company. It 
pays 18 to 21% cents a thousand 
gallons and retails the water to its 
citizens at about 45 cents a thou- 
sand gallons for the average family 
consumption, Out of the retail 
rate the city absorbs the cost of 
all water used for fire hydrants 
and other municipal purposes, and 
also the loss by leakage from its 
own mains. 
A 20-year contract under which 
Webster Groves purchased water 
from the county company expired 
in October, 1923. The city refused 
to enter into a new contract and 
since then has been buying water 
at a rate approved by the Public 
Service Commission which is nearly 
double the old contract rate, 
Shortly after expiration of the 
contract Webster Groves officials 
discussed with St. Louis officials 
the possibility of buying water 
from St. Louis, but at that time 
the city was not in positipn to pro- 
vide it. Since then St. Louis has 
completed the new $12,000,000 
Howard Bend plant on the Missouri 
River which wags designed by for- 
ijmer Water Commissioner Edward 
E. Wall with the view of ultimately 
supplying. all of St. Louis County. 

Mayor Edward F. Wilson of 
Webster Groves said he would in- 
quire into the possibility of .ob- 
taining water from St. Louls. , 
“We don't want an increase in 
rates,”” he said. “We are not bound 
by any contract and are free 
to buy water wherever we can get 
it most advantageously. If the 
city of St. Louls is willing to svli 
to us we will be giad to discuss 
terms. So far, my administration 
has not had any negotiations wit 
the city.” 

Kirkwood Built Own Plant. 

Kirkwood had a contract with 
the county company, similar to 
that of Webster Groves, which ex- 
pired in 1921. When the company 
proposed to practically double the 
rates, Kirkwood fefused to renew 
the contract. bought Water on a 
monthly basis for a time and then 
built its Own waterworks, obtair- 
ing the water from a deep well in 
the Meramec River. The city also 
would be free to buy from  t. 
Louis and might do so if it could 
obtain water more cheaply than its 
owh municipal system can provide 
t.

by the city is 20 cents a thousand 
gallons, 

The county company, undér a 
grant from the County Court, has 
proad rights tn the county but no 
exclusive privileges. The court's 
grant dated Oct. 27,1902, and made 
to the West St. Louis Construction 
Co., predecessor of the St. Louis 
County Water Co., reads in pait: 

“Now, therefore, be it ordered 
that the West St. Louis Construc- 
tion Co., its st{ccessors or assigns, 
are hereby granted permission, 
authority and right to lay and 
maintain conduits, mains and 
pipes under, along and across all 
public highways as they now ex- 
ist, or as may be hereafter laid 
out or opened, within the present 
limits of St. Louis County, under 
and upon the following condi- 
tions and provisions.” 

Another clause in the grant pro- 
vides: 

A material failure and per- 
sistent refusal upon the part of the 
said company to comply with any 
and all conditions, provisions and 
agreements hereinabove men- 
tioned within a reasonable time 
after due notice in writing to 
said company by this Court, shall 
work a forfeiture of all rights 
herein under. 

There is.nothing in the grant 
giving the company any exclusive 
privileges, leaving the County Court 
free to grant other water rights as 
it may see fit. 

Protection for 15 Years. . 
One of the matters of grave con- 
cern to the county communities is 
the recommendation on water sys- 
tems made by the City ahd County 
Metropolitan Development Commit- 
tee, the organization sponsoring the 
proposal to create a greater mu- 
nicipality combining the city and 
county, whose report was made 
public yesterday. 

The text of this recommenda- 
tion follows: 

It is recommended that the 
metropolitan government have 
authority (not necessarily exer- 
cised) to acquire, take over, own, 
manage and control as one uni- 
fied system the municipally and 
privately owned waterworks sys- 
tems now in existence in the met- 
ropolitan area. 

That the privately owned com- 
panies now in existence in the 
metropolitan area may be _ ac- 
quired by agreement at a valua- 
tion determined by the Missouri 
Public Service Commission, and 
unless acquired, in the meantime 
there shall be no competition -or 
duplication of plant facilities or 
service within the area now 
served by the present privately 
owned companies and the mu- 
nicipally owned plants for a pe- 
riod 15 years. 

The subcommittee which drafted 
this recommendation is composed 
of Walter L. Hensley, lawyer; 
George H. Williams, former United 
States Senator; Henry Carter, real 
estate dealer; A. T. Terry, real es- 
tate dealer; Frederick B. Eiseman, 
vice president Rice-Stix Dry Goods 
Co., and William F. Dowdall, sales 
manager of George H. Burr & Co. 
Active in the discussions of the 
committee was W. H. Henby, presi- 
dent of the St. Louis County Water 
Co., who at one time said his com- 
pany would be glad to buy the 
city’s new Missouri River plant. 
The Post-Dispatch learned that 
Henby sought to have the commit- 
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municipality would not use the 
power of eminent domain, or con- 
demnation, to acquire privately 
owned water plants. Failing in 
this, he sought a provision that the 
new municipality could not acquire 
privately owned plants until after 
15 years, in which he also was un- 
successful, 


Then Came the Sale. 

However, the provision as finally 
adopted, if made effective, would 
protect his company against mu- 
nicipal competition for 15 years. It 
was after this provision was adopt- 
ed ‘by the subcommittee that the 
sale of the water company at a 
large profit to its common stock- 
holders was announced, 

Analysis of the recommendation 
shows that if the Public Service 
Commission set a valuation on the 
county plant lower than its present 
owners were willing to accept, the 
private owners would not be 
obliged to sell to the greater mu- 
nicipality and meanwhile for 15 
years the municipality would be 
estopped from ‘extending its own 
mains into the colinty and serving 
its citizens who might not be sat. 
isfied with the private company’s 
service. 


Certainly the “present owners 
would not be Willing to sell the 
plant to the mufiicipality for less 
than they paid for it, $8,350,000, 
and it is natural: that they would 
seck a profit.

WASHINGTON, April 19.—At- 
torney-General Stratton Shartel 
frankly admitted tonight that he 
had received $3000 from the St. 
Louis brokerage firm of W. H. 
Young & Bros., Inc,, now bankrupt, 
during 1928 and 1929. He declared 
he had agreed merely to represent 
the firm in the local courts of Cole 
County and denied that he had 
ever urged Blue Sky Commissioner 


Stockard to do anything for the 
company. 

“The arrangement I had with 
the Young Brothers looks improp- 
er’ Shartel said, “but I positively 
know that I did nothing during 
that short time that has injured 
any person in the State of Missouri. 
The truth is that I did nothing for 
them. 

“As T look back now, I can see 
that their purpose was to become 
friendly with me, having in mind 
that I might be elected Attorney- 
General. They may have regarded 
this retainer in the nature of cam- 
paign contribution made in the 
hope that it would establish friend- 
ly relations. At that time I had 
no reason to question the sound- 
ness of their company, or their 
need of a local attorney in Cole 
County. “It was a new company 
and I did not know. what local liti- 
gation it might have. The Youngs 
understood—in fact, I wrote them 
a letter in June, 1928—that I would 
not represent them in any Way in-| 
consistent with my official duties.’’ 
Shartel gave a brief summary of 
the afrangement he had with the 
promoters, whereby he was to re- 
ceive $1000 every four months, He 
said that he told them that if he 
were elected, he would do no work 
for them after he. took office in 
1929. 

“And I did nothing for them 
after Jan. 15, 1929,” he added. 
“The Boy That Delivers the Goods” 
Asked about the letter in which 
William Young wrote: ‘You sure- 
ly are the boy that delivers the 
goods.”

Shartel said that although his ar- 
rahgement to be the Cole County 
attorney for Young Bros. while At- 
torney-General looked “improper,’’ 
his conscience was clear. 

“There aré no legal and ethical 
objections against the Attorney- 
General's having a private practice

“was in the hands of the Commis- 
sioner of Securities months before 
the failure of the concern.” 


The resolution also declares that 
Stockard’s failure to investigate re- 
sulted in the loss of large sums of 
money to the firm’s clients. In 
conclusion, the resolution asks the 
Governor, the Secretary of ‘State, 
the Securities Commissioner and 
“all Others who are directly or in- 
directly concerned or responsible 
for the administration of the Mis- 
souri securities act to correct a 
condition which, if allowed to-con- 
tinue, will inevitably result in fu- 
ture losses through fraudulent ven+ 
tures.”

BERLIN, April 19.—The new 
rocket motor of Dr..Paul Heylandt,

A Truly Sporty Course, 

‘ But he had played a sporty lit- 
tle @ourse and one which is being 
improved daily. 

The average golfer playing over 
his favorite course knows nothing 
about the labor which goes into 
making the fairways.and_ the 
greens smooth and he cares less. 
But in clubs which are not en- 
dowed with great fortune there are 
generally one or two men who are 
devotees of the art of grass cul- 
ture. To them the right kind of 
a blade of grass is just as impor- 
tant as getting down a two-foot 
putt. 

Such a man is Dr. Otrich, and it 
is to him that the members of 8t. 
Clair owe the numerous improve- 
ments which have been made and 
are still being made at their club. 

Seven years ago, Dr. Otrich went 
to the Minnekahda Golf Club. at 
Minneapolis to investigate the kind 
of grass used on that course, which 
is rated one of the best in the coun- 
try and over whieh many impor- 
tant tournaments have been 
played. He brought back a piece 
of sod a foot square, planted it 
on the St. Clair grounds, cultivated 
it until he had enough to sod the 
new greens which are being built 
into St. Clair. 

Incidentally, he sent a sample of 
the grass to the Government grass 
experts at Washington to find out 
what kind it is, and they told him 
that as nearly as they could deter- 
mine it is grass called Norwegian 
bent. 

Using the ground available and 
buying more until he had 126 
acres for St. Clair, Dr. Otrich a 
year ago set about reconstructing 
the St. Clair course, cutting out 
some holes, building new ones and 
building new greens. The con- 
struction is still in progress, but 
now there are 17 splendid greens 
in use und only one temporary, 


| that is, No. 1, where the new green 


is not quite ready. 
Variety the Keynote. 


There are long holes and short 
ones, dog legs to the right and to 
the left, water holes, blind holes 
and practically every other kind 
of layout providing a golfer with 
every variety of shot.

2 is regarded as the most intrigu- 
ing of the course. ‘It is about 350 
yards long, the fairway is narrow, 
lined on both sides by trees and 
dips into a deep gully in front of 
the green which is situated on a 
hill requiring a second shot to tra- 
vel some 50 or 60 feet high.

Then there is No, 13, a straight 
par 4.hole with the green built at 
the bottom of a hill, or rather in 
a draw between two hills on which 
the second shot can be made to 
bounce from right or left onto the 
green, provided of course that it is 
hit correctly. 

No. 6. is u:peculiar hole. It re- 
quires a very straight shot of about 
236 yards to a green which is sit- 
uated on top of three terraces. To 
the right and left of the narrow 
fairway are trees with out of 
bounds to the left and, oh yes, 
there is a lake right in front of 
the tee. 

No. 3 is a picturesque hole, just 


with the fairway and the green all 
fringed by trees and where any- 
thing but a straight shot results in 
plenty of trouble. | 

These are some of the difficult 
holes but there are plenty of other 
Strange situations on the St. Clair 
course and to get the full realiza- 
tion of just what hooks and slices 
really can do to a score you would 
have to play it.

In times gone by, the radiator, 
while it. was generally considéred 
a necessity, ~was seldom pointed 
out as 4 beautifying factor in the 
interior decorative scheme of a 


room. 

But times have changed, and 
the modern radiator, through the 
ingenuity of the radiator manufac- 


turer, has moved from its erst- 
while position in the most con- 
spicuous location in the room, into 
a recessed space beneath the win- 
dow. 

The above illustrations depict 
the differences in the old and the 
new types of radiators. 

Concurrent with its geograph- 
ical displacement the most recent 
radiator design has.so radically 
changed that both architects and 
home owners are surprised. In- 
stead of the old-fashioned tubular 
effect, the radiator now presents 
an inconspicuous flat surface. Fur- 
thermore, its heating efficiency has 
been increased. 

From a series of comparative 
tests based on the human comfeért 
requirements of radiators, Dr. 
Charles Brabbee, director of the 
Institute of Thermal Research, 
New York, showed that the factors 
of convection, radiation and air 

on should be scientifically 
interrelated so that -the highest 
percentage of heat is focused on 
the living area of the room; i. e., 
between the floor and the breath- 
ing line, and in such a way that 
the occupants are protected from 
col4 drafts. Following these rec- 
ommendations the new type ra- 
diator was evolved. 

The new radiator is recessed 
flush with the walls beneath the 
window and incorporates the dou- 
ble features of unshielded radia- 
tion (like the radiant heat from 
the sun concentrated on the living

Colonial Architecture. 

Colonial architecture is an 
American expression of what is 
known in England as Georgian. 
The characteristics of the Colonial 
house are simplicity, symmetry 
and quiet dignity. Generally fts 
plan is regular and in the form of 
a rectangle so it is an economical 
house to build. 

The roof is simple, with a nar- 
row cornice made up of well 
formed moldings. The dormers 
are always small and few in num- 
ber. There is a certain primness 
about the Colonial house which re- 
sults from the nicely spaced win- 
dows, its careful details and res- 
trainment from effect. 

The architectural details of the 
Colonial home are always effec- 
tive. The door is generally the im- 


portant element of the facade. 
Shutters are usually used ou the 
windows and are painted in. con- 
trast to the body of the house. 
The Colonial style is standard. 
It will be in good demand today, 
and will be in good demand tomor- 
row. The owner of a Colonial 
home is investing in a home that 
is always acceptable to a buyer. 
The Dutch Colonial house is also 
rectangular in shape, thus -secur- 
ing economy in space dnd mate- 
rials. It is characterised by a roof 


floor;-and by broad dormers that 
light the interior of this story of 
the house. 

Both the interior and exterior of 
the Dutch Colonial House show an 
effort to secure maximum living 
space without sacrificing a pleas- 
ing effect.. It makes an ideal home 
for the moderate size family. Like 
the Colonial it is a home that will 
stay in style because architectur- 
ally its principles of design are 
sound. The home owner who 
wants to remodel his house to get 
distinctive lines and economy . of 
space will do well to consider this 
type of American home.

“Commands You to Command.” 

“There is no man in France and 
in all the allied and enemy coun- 
tries who does not admire your 
strategic conceptions, and your 
manner of putting them into prac- 
tice. It im, therefore, all the more 
necessary that the French and Brit- 
ish armies should not see:their sue- 
cess spoiled by the disorganization 
of one of the three armies of which 
you are chief, This is a part. of 
your task which you cannot con- 
tinue to neglect forever. At this 
moment the country commands 
that you should cemmand.” 


Thus Clemenceau considered, ac- 
cording to his own words, the dis- 
order of the American armies. He 
knew Foch was busying himself 
with the problem since he had 
asked for a report from Gen. Pe- 
tain. But he found time Jong. He 
imagined that to organize the serv- 
ices of a numerous and valiant 
army still young and  inexperi- 
enced, words were sufficient. He’ 
wanted Foch to give an order as 
if an order, no matter how imperi- 
ous could bring the necessary rem- 
edy to such a delicate and complex 
situation. And while mingling 
flowers with the thorns, he re- 
proached Foch as severely as ever 
@ great General of conscientious 
action was. reproached. 


It must be noted, first, that in 
his book Clemenceau confounds 
the object of this letter on the dis- 
order in the rear with a request 
for more numerous American con- 
tingents and with the question as 
to how they were to be employed. 
But let “us leave that and louk 
only at the sentence, “The nation 
cOIMmands that you command.” 
The entire letter was obviously 
made. for this sentence which 
sounds high-minded and firm. 
Clemenceau has now written that 
.Foch “refused to exert the author- 
ity conferred on the Commander- 
in-Chief at Doullens. But the au- 
thority conferred March 26, 1918, 
on Foch at the conference at Boul- 
lens extended in no manner over 
the American army. Only the 
British and the French Govern- 
ments were represented at that 
meeting, which undertook to 
charge Foch only with co-ordinat- 
ing the action of the AlHes armies. 
I shall explain at the proper time 
in detail the question of the Su- 
preme Command, and I shall have 
many points to clear up. But no 
one can deny today that America 
remained apart from this first at- 
tempt at co-ordination, 

It is true that two days after- 
wards, on March 28, Gen. Pershing 
himself came to Clermont (Oise) to 
visit with Foch and courteously 
placed himself at Foch'’s disposi- 
tion in the struggle for the com- 
mon cause. But the English them- 
selves at that date, had not yet ab- 
cepted the Supreme Command. 
Even at Beauvais on April 3, they 
had not yet come to a decision. 
They contented themselves with 
giving Foch ‘“‘strategic direction of 
the military operations.” At this 
conference, the desire was ex- 
pressed to obtain the adherence of 
the Americans and their assent 
was even counted upon. But no 
one was there to represent them,

Clemenceau dwells on 
cord between’the Marshal and him- 
self in another phase of the great 
conflict. This misunderstanding is 
publicly notorious, but there again 
Clemenceau is, in the recital he 
makes of it, a victim of singular 
amnesia. He declares that Foch, 
“whose naive aspirations permit 
his understanding merely the mil- 
itary aspect of. the peace problem, 
favored for a decisive solution the 
annexation of the Rhineland.” And 
on this subject Clemenceau launch- 
es’'a new attack against the Mar- 
shal, whose idea he again misrep- 
resents. But what he does not re- 
that Foch’s proposition 
which he now judges was so ill- 
conceived and inopportune, was 
first maintained by himself at the 
peace conference. 

Let us read, in fact, the splendid 
book which Andre Tardieu has de- 
voted to the negotiations. What 
do we find there? A note of Jan. 
10, 1919, in which the Marshal ex- 
oses his ideas about peace. “The 
military frontier of the Rhine is 
indispensable to the maintenance 
of the peace sought by the coali- 
tion,” but with “no territorial profit 
to any country.” Foch said in the 
text, “It is not a question of annex- 
ing the left bank of the Rhine or 
of increasing the territory of 
France or Belgium and protecting 
it against-the German counter-at- 
tack, but of planting a common 
banner of security necessary to a 
democratic League. of Nations. It 
is not a question of confiding to a 
single Power the guardianship of 
this banner.” 

I do not discuss this theory. It 
is not mine. As far as I was con- 
cerned I wanted only a limited oc- 
cupation to assure the execution of 
the treaty. But what does M. 
Tardieu say? “Clemenceau, afier 
examination of this document de- 
cided to uphold the conclusions. 
He considered even that in view of 
the objections which had already 
been. permitted, it was necessary to 
reinforce the thesis of historical 
and political arguments as well as 
to reply to anxious questioning and 
contrary suggestions it seemed to 
have awakened. I was consequent- 
ly charged with the preparation of 
a general document setting forth 
our requests. This document served 
as ea basis for the entire disous- 
sion.” 

There is no need for my saying 
that Tardieu’s work, composed at 
the request of Clemenceau, is quite 
remarkable. It takes up Foch's 
arguments—those very ‘Snes which 
Clemenceau represents today as 
désigned to “abuse”—it is not a 
question of enlarging such and 
such an allie@ country. It is a 
question of rendering Germany 
powerless to do further harm. It 
is not a question of annexing an 
inch of German soil. It is a ques- 
tion only of taking away from Ger- 
many her offensive instruments. 

The discussion was bitter and 
difficult; it has not yet ended. But 
Clemenceau approached it willing- 
ly and resolutely. How can he then

egg, has long been a symbol 
of fertility. According to a 
German legend, a group of 
children once found some 
eolored eggs which had been 
hidden for them, and seeing 
several rabbits scamper 
away, thought the bunnies 
were responsible for the 
eggs.

saved the believers in Him. But since 

it commemorates an event of uncer- 

tain date, controversies over the prop- 

er time for the celebration have been | 
carried on for centuries. 

The early Hebrew Christians main- 

tained that Easter should be observed 

at the Paschal Full Moon, that is, on 

the fourteenth day of a lunar month 

reckoned according to an ancient er- 

clesiastical computation and not the 

real or astronomical full moon. The | 
Gentiles identiffed the resurrection 
with the first day of the week, . 
Sunday, without regard to the day of | 
the month. The 
Council of NI- 
caea decided that 
Easter should be 
on Sunday and 
that the correct 
date should be 
calculated at Al- 
exandria. Many 
churches,  how- 
ever, continued 
to follow the 
Hebrew view. 
Then different 
cycles of years 
for the fixing 
of the date were adopted succesgive- 
ly, and parts of the Christian world 
refused to conform to some of the 
changes. When the Gregorian calen- 
dar was adopted in 1682 the Eastern | 
churches did not accept it. In 1923, 
however, the Greek Orthodox Church i 
adopted the Gregorian calendar and 
Easter is now celebrated on the same 
day throughout most of Christendom.

But this 
practice did not remain universal, for 
it is recorded that Edward I, in 1305, 
ordered ‘450 dozen eggs to be 
stained in boiling and some to be 
covered with gold leaf’ for distribu. 
tion in the royal household. 

It was once the custom to take 
bowls of eggs to church on Baster to 


be blessed by the priest and sprinkled 
with holy water. And in Russia, a 
member of the church was expected 
to carry an egg in his hand for thrée 
days after Easter. 

The custom of egg-rolling, common 
now in the United States, probably 
came from Germany. For many years 
it has been an annual spectacle on 
Easter Monday in Washington. The 
children used to roll the eggs on the 
terraces below the Capitol, but the 


grass and shrubbery suffered so much 
that Congress stopped the practice. 
Then the scene of operations was, 
transferred to the sloping lawn back 
of the White House.

Major Thomas Coulson, British in- 
telligence officer, has stripped aside 
the romantic legends built up around 
the career and exploits of the dancer. 
He tells the stark truth, which hap- 
pens to be more romantic, more aston- 
ishing than any of the shabby fictions 
that have gained currency. The book 
is ‘‘Mata Hari: Courtesan and Spy.”’ 
It was published recently by Harpers. 

The picture Major Coulson paints is 
not a flattering one. The only virtue 
he allows Mata Hari is courage, a 
calm, cold fearlessness that did not 
fail her even at the bitter end before 
a firing squad. Otherwise he leaves 
her not a shred of decency. In fact. 
one of his avowed intentions is to shat- 
ter the Mata Hari cult that has come 
into being in Paris and elsewhere on 
the Continent among those who ac- 
cepted Mata Hari for what she claimed 
to be.

HE hull is of mahogany, with a 
double skin over an oak frame 
and with an extra vertical 
sheathing inside the cabin. This cab- 
in can accommodate 30 people. There 
are seven windows on each side of the 
cabin, with an entrance at either side 
through the roof. For ordinary cruis- 
ing the cabin is fitted with airplane 
wicker chairs, and for long trips, when 
there are fewer passengers, with Pull- 
man-berth chairs.

FARMER of Southwest 


massive jawbone 
is the largest yet dis- 
covered of any land 
mammal. The shovel- 
tusker elephant, it is 
the opinion of Dr. E. H. 
Barbour, curator of the 
Nebraska State Muse- 
um, is an entirely new 
link in the progressive 
development of the ele- 
phant family. 

Amebelodon frick i, 
which ie the scientific 
name for the shovel- 
tusker, roamed the Ne- 
braska country 60,000 
years ago. Before the 
shovel-tusker there was 
the four-tusker e1e- 
phant, ai long-jawed, 
low-browed beast. 
graced with four tusks, 
as his name implies. The 
four-tusker was fol- 
lowed by the two-tusk- 
er, a short-jawed, high- - 
browed, two-tusked 
mammal. Then came 
the shovel-tusker. 


The  shovel-tusker, 
with its 
long, trough- 
like ivory 
tusks, was an 
unknown 
quantity until 
the . recent 
disc overy.

The specimens are perfectin almost 
every detail. The tusks have the 
whiteness, density and texture lines 
of Wory. The hones are whitish. The 
great teeth of the elephant are un- 
blemished. Wach of the grinders is 
hine inches long, three-and-one-half 
inches wide, and has five grinding 
ridges. One toe and a rib were the 
only other remains in the ancient 
wrave of the shovel-tusker. 

The formation of the tusks of this 
type of elephant suggests the adapta- 
tion of the animal to the environ- 
ment of the North American lands of 
50,000 years ago. Uniike the rolling 
prairie of the buffalo era, the central 
portion of what is now Nebraska was 
apparently a marshy, heavily-forested 
area. 

One reason for believing that for- 
ests and underbrush covered Nebraska 
thousands of years ago is that the ele- 
phants were not suited to foraging in

S A YOUNG man he was 

on his way to teach in the sum- 

‘mer school of the University of 
Vermont at Burlington. He had a 
two-and-a-half-hour wait at Rutland 
between trains.

I went into a little cafe and had 
lunch. And when I paid my check, I 
forgot to take my change. The pro- 
prietor called after me, ‘Oh, professor, 
you've forgotten your change.’

He was finally forced 
te give it up, however, as the task of 
keeping up with the éver-increasing 
stream of books occupied too much of 
his time. He has many interesting 
letters from authors as a result of his 
reviews during that period. 

Maurice Maeterlinck sent Dr. Heller 
4 lly-bound volume of his 
plays bed to “The most penetrat- 
ing and fraternal of all my critics.”’ 
And following bis review of the novel, 
“Rescue,” Josepii Conrad wrote to 
him, commenting on his discernment 
and admitting the justice of certain of 
Dr. Heller’s strictures. T. 8. Eliot 
wrote to Dr. Heller to thank him for 
his review of the poem, “Wasteland,” 
remarking that it was the most under- 
standing of all the criticisms of that 
strange work. 

These and many others Dr. Heller 
values very highly. He values, too, 
the friendships he has enjoyed. with 
unusual and distinguished men. 

He was a close friend for many 
years of the late John Fiske, noted 
historian. Fiske bad «a very fine sing- 
ing voice and Dr. Heller recalis lis- 
tening for three hours while he sang 
through a whole Schubert or S¢ehu- 
mann album. .

: Sanid June American universi- 
N ties will uncork several thou- 

sand more lawyers. The vast 
number of lawyers already loose in 
this country is shown by the fact there 
is almost one lawyer for every writer 
that has a column on New York. When 
they add the June crop there will be 
practically one lawyer for every law. 
If this pace is maintained for a few 
more years, Congress will have to set 
aside a preserve for them. 

A law school is somewhat different 
from the other colleges of a university. 
Boys who attend the colleges of archi- 
tecture, dentistry or engineering be- 
come architects, dentists and engin- 
eers, but boys who attend law school 
never know what business they are go- 
ing into until after they graduate. A 
minimum of five years is required to 
train them for this profession, what- 
ever it is.
